8. (Currently amended): A method Method to increase the ratio of the 
sunprotoot i ng sun-protecting factor to the total UV filter amount in a light protecting 
composition , the method comprising 

a) the addition of a polysiloxane-based UV filter in order to reduce the 
amount of a UV filter which is liquid at room temperature (25°C) by which the total UV 
filter amount will be reduced, and 

b) the addition of UV filter(s) containing bulky groups and, and 

optionally 

c) the addition of UV filter(s) which are not liquid at room temperature 
(25''C) in order to increase the sunprotecting factor of the light protecting composition. 
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9. (Currently amended): A method Mettled according to claim 8, wherein 
the UV filter which is liquid at room temperature (25*'C) is selected from the group 
consisting of octocrylene, ethylhexyl methoxycinnamate, PEG-25 PABA, isoamyl p- 
methoxycinnamate and octyl dimethyl PABA.

11. (Currently amended): A method Method according to claim 8 any of 
c l a i ms 8 to 10 . wherein the UV filter(s) which is not liquid at room temperature (25°C) is 
selected from the group consisting of[[,]] phenylbenzimidazole sulfonic acid, disodium 
phenyl dibenzimidazole, tetrasulfonate ethylhexy triazone, diethylhexyl butamido 
triazone, bis-ethylhexyloxyphenol methoxyphenyl triazine, benzophenone-S^ and/or 
benzophenone-4, Ti02 and ZnO. 
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
